Cities Ready for Inau- 
guration of the New 
System. 


Secretary of Treasury Predicts 
New Era in Finance 
and Business as 
Result, 


Expansion of credit and lower interest 
rates in the middle west are expected to 
follow the opening of the federal reserve 
bank in Chicago today. At 10 clock the 
new government institution will be om - 
clally ready for business in the quarters 
formerly occupied by the Hibernian Bank- 
ing association in the Rector building. 

Deven other federal reserve banks in 
different parts of the country will open 
their doors at the same time. { 

The principal activity of the first day of 
the bank’s existence will be counting de- 
posits. Chicago banks. are all ready to 
pay in $26,000,000 in gold or gold certifi- 
cates, and outside banks are to pay $11,- 
000,000, making $87,000,000 es the first 
installment for the Chicago reserve dis- 
trict. In anticipation of requests from 
banks to rediscount commervial paper the 
directors cf the new institution have ob- 
tained $10,000,000 reserve notes from 
Washington. 


Releases $32,000,000 in Gold. 
‘The new reserve requirements which 
become operative with the opening of the 
bank will release $82,000,000 in gold now 
held in reserve, of which 24, 000,000 is 
held in Chicago and 87,000,000 by out- 
side member banks. Altogether the 
national banks of the country will 
have about $185,000,000 more in cash 
than is necessary to satisfy the require- 
ments. The effect. will be to give these 
banks an increased lending power 
amounting to about 61, 100,000, 000. 
As a result an “ easier tone in com- 
mercial paper is expected. The clearing 
house rate for money has been 7 per cent

Russians Impose Indemnities. 
{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND. } 
COPPNHAGEN, Nov. IB. Advice 
from Berlin say that the Russians have 
imposed on the East Prussian towns 
which they have taken a war contribu- 
tion corresponding approximately to the 
war taxes levied by the Germans on Bel- 
gian towns ot the same size. These con- 
tributions are being collected in the same 
manner as the Germans collected the in- 
demmnities in Belgium.

Germans Claim Steady Gains. 

In opposition to this claim, the German 
official statement says some progress has 
been made in Belgium despite the hand- 
icap of bad weather, and that several 
hundred English and French soldiers 
were captured.

In the forest of Argonne we succeeded 
in blowing up and capturing a strong 
French point of support.

Battle Fought in Blizzard.

KHEDIVE WITH SULTAN 


LONDON, Nov. 16, 2:10 a. m.—The sec- 
retary of the admiralty announces the 
success of operations against the Turk- 
ish garrison at Sheikh-Said on the Strait 
of Bah-El-Mandeb, at the entrance of 
the Gulf of Aden, and of the occupation of 
the Turkish fort at Turba by Indian 
troops, assisted by the British eruiser 
Duke of Edinburgh. 4 

“The Turkish fort of Turba, the ad- 
miralty says, is situated on the rocky 
heights close to the boundary of Turkish 
territory and the Aden protectorate. The 
guns of the fort command the isthmus 
connecting the peninusla of Sheikh-Said 
with the mainiand. 


Indians Capture Fort. 
Three battalions of troops were land-

BERLIN, Nov. 15.—Constantinopie re- 
ports that the ameer of Afghanistan has 
decided to declare war on Russia and 
Great Britain.

MINE CHARGES 


Reply to Great Britain Says 
Hague Rules Are 
Obeyed. 


SHUT NO NEUTRAL PORT 


BERLIN, Nov. 15.—Germany’s answer 
to the charges made by the British gov- 
ernment regarding the methods employed 
by Germany in laying mines in the North 
sea is printed in the Norddeutsche Allge- 
meine Zeitung. 

The article asserts that the eight agree- 
ments of the second peace conference at 
The Hague, which were among the con- 
ventions signed on Oct. 18, 1907, to which 
the British government refers in its note 


fully ratified. Nevertheless, Germany 


announces it will act in accordance with 
the terms of these agreements. 


Laid Only by Warships. 

The British charge that Germany Co- 
lated provisions regarding the laying of 
mines is categorically denied in the arti- 
cle, which declares that Germany never 
used fishing boats or vessels flying neu- 
tral fags in laying mines.

and wounded, permits of no perceptible change in the 
situation.

FREIGHT RATES AND BUSINESS. 
The net earnings of American railroads as re- 


JJ cobshiegy: comintadion fall 
| off $100,000,000 in the fiscal year ending June 30. 


This is the latest stage of a decline which has 


| gone on for three years, yet during this period sev- 


eral hundreds of millions have been invested in these 
properties. Eighteen roads have passed or cut divi- 
dends during 1918 and 1914, and heavy maturing 
obligations are to be met within the next year. 
In view of this situation and the unparalleled con- 


ditions of world finance precipitated by a world war, 


the rallroads are asking for permission to raise 
freight rates. 

The business public ee the need for special 
action and the relation of the railroad predicament 
to the whole business situation. Opinion, we believe, 
generally favors an allowance of higher rates, not 
because the errors of railroad finance and manage- 
ment, past or present, are condoned, but because it 
is recognized by all but a small minority that punish- 
ment where any is deserved at this time would fall 
upon innocent and guilty alike and cost a great deal 
more than it is worth. 

The railroads need more revenue and a fortifica- 
tion of credit and they need it now. It is no answer 
in such an emergency to point out that they might 
not need help if they had managed their affairs dif- 
ferently in the past. It is no answer to order econ- 
omies. High finance, high cost of living, expressed in 
higher wages, higher equipment, and higher stand- 
ands of operation, and waste, in some cases, or even 
graft, all contribute to the railroad problem. But 


whatever the reasons for railroad misfortune, the | 


public realizes that it is not the time to insist upon 
the past, but to provide for the imminent necessities 
of the present. 

It has been urged that the railroads’ cut dividends 
and draw on surplus where they have any. What 
would be the result at such a time as this of such a 
policy? There would be a dumping of railroad se- 
curties at home and abroad, and for every dollar a 
necessitous road was compelled to borrow the highest 
interest would have to be paid. 

The drain upon the whole financial and business 
constitution of the country of such a condition would 
be heavy, while the common sense of business men 
tells them that what we need is a tonic, not a 
purgative. To squabble over a raise in rates in the 
face of the broad need for relief of the central credit 
situation and for an improvement of transportation 
facilities is worse than penny wisdom pound folly. 
It is very likely to bury the whole system of.rate 
regulation in the consequences of bureaucratic stu- 
pidity. 

The gist of the whole question before the inter- 
state commerce commission is that the country can 
far better afford to pay more for transportation for 
the time being than to meet the eonsequences of 
acute railroad ebene and — collapse.

THE PRICE OF APPLES. 

Apple growers in the state of New York 
calling loudly for relief from the tactics of the apple 
trust. That an apple trust is in existence they have 
no doubt. The growers cannot at present secure 
more than $1.50 a barrel for the very best apples, 
which is less than the cost of production and pack- 
ing, it is claimed. In midwinter the same frult 
will be sold for from $7 to $8 a barrel in the 
cities. Some of the farmers determined to store 
their fruit, but they ran into a snag. The dealers 
have secured all available storage room in the apple 
growing countries. There is nothing left for the 
farmers but to accept the triist's prices. 

The plaint of the apple growers is enlightening.

When the price of apples goes up the explanation | 
given to the housewife is that the farmers are | 


charging so much higher prices than they used to 
in previous years. The figures presented, showing 
that the farmers are literally selling their fruit at 
a loss, narrow down the high cost of living prob- 
lem, at least as far ss apples are concerned, to a 
point where it is possible to ascertain by whom un- 
duly large profits in apples are made and who or 
what interests are responsible for unduly large 
prices. 


HIGH SCHOOL FRATERNITIES. 
It may be assumed that if the parents of high 
school pupils maintaining clandestine membership in 
prohibited fraternities and sororities did not consent 


to the violation of the rule the children would not be 


so persistent in setting themselves up against reg- 
ulation. We believe the board of education does 
well to prohibit such organizations. They are ob- 
jectionable for many reasons, but sensible parents 
will not debate the merits of the case. They will 
merely consider that the spirit of disobedience, which 
manifests itself in deceit and has its way by stealth, 
will probably have anything but a fine effect upon 
character.

MORE BOOKS?

It was the Jate Frank Norris who many years 


ago wrote, regarding the reading habit, “Get 
them to read anything, no matter what, if they 
will only read.” That spirit has largely per- 
meated our reading and our péblishing in this 
country. But once in a while we do well to stop 
and question this means of encouraging the read- 
ing habit. | 

Even the makers of books have stopped to ques- 
‘tion the wisdom of this theory. “Fewer books 
and better” has been adopted as the slogan of 
certain publishers. And when one stops to con- 

sider the flood of indifferent volumes that is being 

perpetually rushed upon the market it seems as 
if the time for merely more books had passed, if 
indeed it ever existed. 

There are hundreds of critics all over the coun- 
try engaged in the rather thankless task of try- 
ing to tell the public something about all of these 
books. There are so many reviews that obvious- 
ly @ very busy person would have time to read 
only a small number of these. But with our flood 
of so-called literature we do not appear to be 
producing any more deserving books or any more 
discriminating readers. We do not even seem to 
be encouraging the reading habit in the best 
sense of the term. 

One ig inclined to feel that the sane and appre- 
clative reader needs something more than the 
mere liking or facility for skimming through in- 


different novels. To the person who loves and 


understands the best writing it ought to be a 
bore to have to read mere trash. It may be that 
what we need more than much reading is the 


future, we peer through and observe other 
protests—from the Society of American Painters, 
the Society of American Sculptors, the Society of 
American Novelists—all to the same effect, that 
their labors are no longer taken seriously. Well, 
what would you? [Business of shrugging.] On 
various high places are gathered groups of per- 
sons who are interested in the various arts. 
Around these delectable islands swirls the sea 
of mediocrity—rising as a tide, but never ebbing 
as a tide, It is almost time to bulld an Ark. 

THREE years is a conservative estimate of 
the duration of the war. Can you imagine three 
years of black headlines in the newspapers, three 
years of photographs from the battlefields, three 
years of tales of devastation and destitution, 
three years of rumors from Dan d counter- 
rumors from Beersheba?

Sir Franels Annesley was employed in 
Ireland by James I. ae secretary of state 
and keeper of the privy signet, andhaving 
acquired by royal grant and by purchase 
estates in fifteen different counties of 
Ireland, founded the Irish branch of his 
family and wascreated Viscount Valentia 
and Lord Mountmorris. 

It was the grandson of his younger eon, 
Francis, who was created by George IT. 
Baron Annesley, and Viscount Glerawly 
by George III. soon after his accession. 
This first Lord Glerawly’s son was ad- 
vanoed to, the earldom of Anmesley. The 
new -earl le the seventh of his line and 
represents a junior branch of this ancient 
house of Annesiey, of which the chief is. 
the present and eleventh Viscount 
Valentia.

‘ BMPLOYE ENTITLED TO PAY. 


Chicago, Nov. 1L—{To the Legal Friend 
of the People. Is there any law in the 
state of Illinois governing the discharge 
of employés and the consequent necessity 
of notice and payment of wages? A 
party was employed by a corporation 
about six months ago at a monthly salary, 
with nothing said about te arrangements 
for notice of dismissal. Thie corporation 
pays its employés twice a month, the 15th 
and last day of the mont . On the 15th 
of the month, a few hours after the salary 
had been paid, this employé was notified 
that his services would not be longer re- 
quired, but that he would be kept one 
week while he looked for another posi- 
tion and would be paid for the week pro 
rata. Has the employé a right under the 
laws to demand his salary up to the next 
pay day, or can he be dismissed with the 
one week's notice and one week's salary?

An employer has the right to discharge an 
employé at the end of any period of employ- 
ment unless there is an express agreement as 
to notice or some well defined custom in the 
particular business which is known to the em- 
ployer and the employé at the time the agree- 
ment for employment is made. There is no law 
requiring notice In this situation it appears 
that the employé is entitled to be paid up to 
the end of the month, in view of the fact that he 
was employed on a monthly bagis.

HIT POLICEMAN IN NOSE 


A tendency while under the influenceof 
liquor to flash a tin star and to show 
authority not vested in him almost cost 
John Walsh his life early yesterday. 

Walsh, who is a city paving inspector, 
was shot below the heart and seriously 
wounded by Detective Sergeant Charles 
E. Anderson during an altercation and 
fight on a Halsted street car. 


Details as Told by Sleuth. 

The details of the shooting as related 
by Anderson in a letter to Chief Gleason 
were in substance as follows:

At Twenty-sixth 
Street, the end of the car’s run, the pas- 
sengere got out and changed to another 
ear, which was filled almost to capacity.

1 Will Take 
Restaurant Case to 
High Court. 


A campaign was started yesterday by 
the Chicago Federation of Labor and the 
affiliated unions to defeat the injunction 
granted by Judge Baldwin, preventing 
picketing in the Knab, Powers, and Eft- 
ing restaurant troubles.. Miss Elizabeth 
Maloney, secretary of the waitresses’ 
union, said that the injunction was the 
most stringent decisiofi union labor had 
received in several years and that its in- 
fluence extended to all the trades of the 
city in times of strike, 

It's a move to prevent the organiza- 
tion of the women workers all over the 
city,”” President Fitzpatrick said. 


Blames Manufacturers’ Association 
The injunction is not aimed entirely 
at the restaurant workers, Delegate C. 
T. Wheeler said, “ but in it appears the 
hand of the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers, who are working to get de- 
cisions in the state courts to circumvent 
the operations of the Clayton bill, which 
permits organization of labor and peace- 
ful picketing and works against the in- 
junction.” 
An assessment will be levied on all the 
labor union members of the city to employ 
attorneys to carry the decision to higher 
courts in an effort to get Judge Bald- 
win's decision repealed. 
The legislative committee of the feder- 
ation was instructed also to prepare a 
bill to submit at the next session of the 
legislature making peaceful picketing in 
times of strike permissible and legal. 


Hot Squabble Taken Up. 
Most of the session of the federation 
was taken up in fighting out a quarrel | 
between the United Cloth, Hat and Cap 
workers and the Ladies’ Straw Hat Mak- 
ers’ union. President Fitzpatrick took 
the floor and demanded the expulsion of 
the delegates from the local federation. 
“This union of men,“ Fitzpatrick said, 
“in the lockout of the girls at the Lep- 
mann Brothers’ factory, filled their 
places. They want to work on the felt 
season and the straw season, too. Many 
factories that have been employing wom- 
en and working them long hours are now 
turning to men because there is no law 
to prevent the men from working long 
hours.“ 

The delegates were suspended indefi- 
nitely by the federation.

No mention of the reported truce sus- 
pending hostilities between the Carranza 
and Villa forces until Nov. 20 was made 
in any of the dispatches reaching the state 
department. 


Cardinal Talks on Mexico. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 15.—Opposition to 


the recognition by President Wilson of 
any government in Mexico until religious 
freedom is guaranteed was urged by 
Cardinal O'Connell in an address to the 
Federation of Catholic Societies today.

How to Can Mushrooms. 

May I come again? Inquirer in the 
Corner wanted to know how tocan mush- 
rooms. I have canned them for several 
years with perfect success. Get as fresh 
ones as possible, of course, and peel off 
the outer skin on the larger ones; on the 
emall buttons this is not necessary. 
Wash thoroughly and put on to cook with 
nearly enough water to cover (not too 
much, as they wilt down somewhet and 
there should not be too much liquor on 
them, or it is wasted) and salt in propor- 
tion. of a level tablespoon to a quart of 
prepared mushrooms. Let them come to 
a boil, then boil moderately fast for twen- 
ty-five minutes. Can in the ordinary 
way, in glass cane. They will keep per- 
fectly for months, and when opened may 
be used just like fresh mushrooms. Often 
when opening them I simply thicken 
them and serve on toast, or they may be 
fried, cooking them, open, till the broth in 
which they were canned is cooked away, 
and a little butter added in which to fry 
them. They need little, as they seem to 
have an oil themselves. Fry to a light 
brown and serve on toast or without. The 
stems are just as good as the tops if they 
are solid, but spongy stems should be

N these days when we are beginning to

not chemical combinations well suited 

to the chemical performances of di- 
gestion we find it profitable to study many 
cook books if we wish for that variety 
which is the most consistent with good 
health, each thing eaten being truly hy- 
gienic. 


People who have become somewhat 
weaned from excessive meat eating, those 
who eat no meat at all, and even those 
who eat a great deal of meat are all in 
danger in these days of eating too much 
stars.

Place a clean cloth or towel 
over a sieve and pour this curd and whey 
into it, leaving it covered to drain two or 
three hours; then put it into a dish and 
chop it fine with a spoon, adding a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a tablespoonful of but- 
ter, and enough sweet cream to make the 
cheese the consistency of putty. With 
your hands make it into little balls flat- 
tened. Keep it in a cool place. Many like 
it made rather thin with cream, serving it 
in a deep dish.

St. James Church Has 
Eightieth Birthday.

EAR to one of the busiest centers 

66 of Chicago, though still hap- 

pily surrounded by residences 

and quiet streets, is St. James 

church, one of the oldest and 
largest churches in the eity.“ 

With these words the Rev. James 8. 
Stone, réctor of St. James Protestant 
Episcopal church, located at East Huron 
and Case streets, began the description 
of the founding of the church which cele- 
brated yesterday its eightieth anniversary 
and the thirtieth anniversary of the es- 
tabllshment of its men and boys’ surplice 
choir. 

“The church was founded by a mere 
handful of people in 1834, and its growth 
and development have been scarcely less 
remarkable than those of the city itself. 
Today upwards of 3,000 persons look to 
it as their parish church, and its com- 
municants number more than 1,000 souls.
